was born in Litchfield, Connecticut, 
June 24, 1813. He studied theology 
under his father at the Lané Semi- 
nary, Cincinnati, and was first set- 
tied in 1837 as a Presbyterian min- 
ister at Lawrenceburg, Ind. It was 
not until 1847 that he became pastor 
of the Plymouth Church. At times 
he showed g marked interest in na- 
tional affairs. Ia the Summer of 
1868 he visited England and ren- 
dered important service to the 
Union by his eloquent yindic ition 
of its policy during the rebellion. 
He was a popular lecturer, and as 
a prea her, be addressed himself 
with vigor and effect to the hearts 
and understanding of his hearers.

New York, March 8.

thus make their way to the station. 
A number availed themselves of the 
dangerous privilege, and an awful ac- 
cident was the result. In some man- 
ner, a panic was started on the narrow 
walk far above the street, and a num- 
bor of persons were flung to the pave- 
ment below. It is stated that seven 
were killed and many injured. 

The official report of the accident 
shows that three persons were killed 
aud seven others badly injured. It 
appears thata number of passengers 
left one of the trains at 17th street, and 
started to walk along the narrow foot- 
path at the side of the track to the sta- 
tion at 14th street, and while doing so, 
the blockade was relieved and the 
trains began te start. The motion 
shook the pathway to such an extent 
that a number of passengers were 
thrown down to the street below with 
the result as stated. 


Mr. Beecher’s Death. 
New YorK, March 8. 

Rev. Henry Ward Beecher died at 
9:30 this morning in the presence of 
most of the members of bis family. 
Those present were Col. H. B. Beecher, 
his wife, his daughters, Hattie and 
Daisy, and son, Henry Ward Beecher, 
Miss Edith Beecher, W. C. Beecher 
and wife, Rev. Samuel Scoville, Mrs. 
S. Scoville, eldest daughter of Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher. No arrange- 
ments have vet been made for the ftu- 
neral, further than providing that 
thev should be carried out by Hopper, 
of Brooklyn. In accordance with Mr. 
Beecher’s well known wish, no crape 
was hung at the dour, but instead, a 
wreath of white and red roses and li- 
ies was hung on the left side of the 
doorway.

German Politics. 
Berit, March 8. 
General Bronsait Van Schellendorff, 
Minister of War, who introduced the 
septennate billin the Reichstag, in a 
speech in presenting the measure, 
said: Let us forget what has passed; 
there is no doubt about the acceptance 


jot the a Serene te me: 
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which has a national character. 
Especially in view of the state of for- 
eign pwlitics,at such a moment it is 
necessary to sink all political differ- 
ences and abandon mere party tactics. 
Let us drop the question whethera 
greater danger threatens us from the 
east or the west. One thing is certain, 
the Emperor’s unalterable love of 
peace is inspiring a peaceful German 
policy and a steadfast endeavor of the 
government to maintain peace on the 
coutinent. The Reichstag has no 
direct influence upon foreign affairs; 
It can, however, strengthen the gov- 
ernment Sy promptly granting every- 
thing necessary for the defensive 
strength of the Empire. Dr. Win- 
thurst said he believed the bill will be 
rapidly passed and will not require 
discussion in Committee. He reserved 
for the Center party until the entire re- 
sults of the ballots are known, the 
right of defining its position. Heldorf 
referred to the already known result 
of the elections, as leaving the Reich- 
stag no course but to speedily assent 
to the bill. 


Accepts the Situation. 
BERLIN, March 8. 
Richter, the New German liberal 
leader, says he maintained the stand 
taken by him before the dissolution of 


the last Reichstag. He would re-in- 
troduce his former motions, and if re- 
jected, would vote against the septen- 
nate. After announcing that he would

would continue todo so. As forthe 
septennate, it might provea perma- 
nent measure. Although conscious 
that his party is in a minority, he 
would endeavor to urge the necessity 
of two years service.

Visiting Baanock Braves . 


tain Their Pate and Washoe | 
Brethren Last Night—How the 
Latter Tribe Played at the For- 
mers Game. 

Quite a party went out to the 
Piute camp, a mile east of town, 
last evening, to witness the war 
dance by the 6 Banuocks who came 
down from Fort Hall, Idaho a few 
days ago, to visit Captain Johuson 
Sides. The dance was somewhat 
similar to the oues given bere now 
aud then by the Washoes and Pi- 
utes, except thata drum served to 
help work the dancers up to a state 
of nervous excitement. During the 
evening Captain Johnson Sides 
arose from his seat lu the ring aud 
aunouaced to the white folks pres- 
ent that he would tell them about 


the Baunock braves and how the 
dance, as presented, originated with 
them. Said he: Way back some 
St. Joseph Indians come from north 
aud kiil’um settler. Some Bau- 
nock, more as 20—maybe dozen, go 
with Uuele Sam. They go north, 
porth-east; some far as Montana 
line. Taney kill’um some five I[u- 
dians once; some times more. 
Afierwards they come back to Fort 
Hall. Uucle Sam give’um drum. 
They played um drum like here, 
aud danced. O, bappy time. Uncle 
Sam and Bannock fight together, 
and Baunock die for Uncle Sam. 
Baunock go any where to help Uncle 
Sam. annock die for Uncle} 
Sam.“ 

The Captain then went on to ex- 
plain that but two of the Bu- 
nocks preseat participated in the 
war to which he alluded. Duriug 
his remarks he became quite ani- 
mated, aud was frequently ap- 
Ne sang by the whites present. 

efore he sat down three cheers 
were given for him, which he ac- 
kunowledged by lifting his military 
hat aud bowiug profouudly. 

During the early part of the even- 
ing a GAZETTE representative asked 
a member of the Washoe tribe why 
it was thatthe Baunocks hal de- 
cided to give the dance. Ou,“ re- 
plied the buck with a disgusted 
look, “heap smart. They beat al! 
the Washoes and Piutes out of their 
money to-day, aud want to make 
um feel wood now.” How did 
they «ome to win the money—by 
poker?“ was asked. No; by band 
game. They do this.“ Here he 
gave the reporter au idea of the 
game resorted to by the visiting 
braves, which was simply a slight- 
of-hand trick in passing ten small 
sticks of wood from one band to 
another. “But he dida’t get’um, 
allthe same, One Washve beat 
um.“ “How much did they wiu 
from the Piutes and Wasthoes?’’ 
asked the reporter. Oh, may be 
$30—may be $40. But they 
daresu't do it again.“

During the time the members of 
the House of Representatives were 
paying their respects to the late 
Senator Logan, Samuel J. Raudall, 
of Pennsylvania, said: 


Mr. Speaker, I sincerely sympa- 
thize with the State of Illinois and 


the entire country in the loss to the 
—— councils of General John A. 
u, whose valor and skill upon 
the battle-field were supplemented 
and rounded out by a career of 
t usefulness in the House of 
presentatives and the Senate of 
the United States. 

He was a child of the people, and 
he received at theft bands almost 
every honor that could be appropri- 
ately bestowed. He was a fair aud 
complete illustration of the justice 
and the resulting strength of our 
form of government, in this, that it 
gives to the worthy and industri pus 
citizen an opportunity to reach the 
highest positions known to the 
laws. 

‘The records of our public men are 
the indicativns of the destiny of our 
country, either for weal or woe.
